Torrance's school enroll-
ment boom is taking a new
shape this fall, with a great-
er percentage of high school-
ers, according to school offi-
cials. This will be more cost-
ly, they reported.

Enrollment is up about 1900
this fall, to 26,800. High
school enrollment is up about
| 777 students, 15.8 per cent,
and enrollment in elementary
schools is up 1085, 54 per
cent. The total is about 7.5
per cent higher than last
Y

our program most costly,
High school ‘ students’ educas
tiong cost about $200 more
per year than those of ele-
mentary students.”

During Torrance's early
building boom, the schools
were flooded with youngsters
of kindergarten or primary
age. Since 1955, however, the
average age has gradually
risen with
this year.

“This increase in older
children may be partly due to
more apartments, ' Hull noted.
“It also may be that as home
prices increase, younger fam-
ilies eannot afford to buy
here. Apparently, the people
